GERMAN ESPIONAGE 


BOOK IS PRODUCED

•Chxistlania, Norway, Feb. 2.— -An 


official handbook of German espion- 
age, one of the most remarka-ble docu- 
ments of the war,, was produced as 
evidence in the course of the great 
Bergon Eipy case, which has Just been 
ended in the courts with the convic- 
tio nof six. of .the defendants. 
The handbook was found in the sate 


of Herr Paasche, one of the employes 
of the so-called German information 
agency. Its title page bears the In- 
scription "Duties of the 
Espionage 
Service," and it contains, in the words 
of the court, "the objects and meth-

agency, in Scandinavia."

the exigencies of 
disaster 
demanded 
methods 
that 
were concentrated and autocratic so 
they adopted a condensed system of 
authority that fitted a special neces- 
BityJust so the present world sweep- 
Ing flood ol war is changing the faces 
of nature, of countries, 
of men, and 
putting the marks of desolation upon 
all. I said to myself: "There'll be no 
more use for these things. I'll dump 
them and make room for the last ac- 
cumulating pamphlets and data upon 
the war " Why not? The emergency 
of the present is already leading our 
governor to 'ask for plenary powers to 
deal with his Wisconsin subjects ac- 
cording to and circumscribed only by 
his will and what he may regard as 
lese majesty. 
The constitution con- 
fers upon the president, as command- 
er-inchlef 
of the 
army and 
navy, 
many powers in an emergency of war,

RENDERED IN 1915 


Dane County Judge's Decision on Sup- 


port of Parents the Same As That 


of Judge Fifield's Made in 1915. 


That the decision made by Counts' 
Judge A. G. Zimmerman of the Dane 
county court, compelling children to 
contribute to the support of their in- 
digent parents, is not the first one of 
its. kind to be made in Wisconsin, is 
proven by the records of the county 
court of this county. 
In Augrust of nineteen hundred fif- 
teen an action of this nature was com- 
menced in county court before County 
Judge Charles L. Fifleld. and a judg- 
ment rendered compelling the children 
of an aged and indigent couple to sup- 
port them. 
At that time the ag<sd pair lived in 
Belolt and the petition to compel sup- 
port was filed by George Seegmiller, 
the poor commissioner- for the south- 
ern half of the county. 
Attempts were made by the children 
to shift the responsibility to each oth- 
er with the result that considerable 
t<"--timony was taken in the matter. 
The final outcome of the case was a 
judgment toy the court compelling the 
children to contribute certain sums 
each week, the sums being propor- 
tioned according to the circumstances 
of each child. 
Several of the children were mar- 
ried and had families, and the -sums 
required to be paid varied from, sev- 
enty-five cents per week to over three 
dollars. 
• Even earlier than this case an ac- 
tion was started by Beloit parties un- 
der this statute but the matter was 
adjusted between the parties to the 
satisfaction of the court and the pe- 
tition was dismissed.
